JOHN SOiilESid 

Patriot Ssatesman Lecturer 

Co!. John Sobicski wa.s born in 
Poland, Sept. 10, 1842. With his daunh- 
tcr lie is the only kno^n living desccn- 
dent of tlie great warrior Icing, John So- 
hieski, of Poland, who with an army of 
7C,CC0 men defeated an army of 400,000 
Mohammedans who were besieging Vi¬ 
enna and threatening Chri.stian tiiirope, 

He is the only '.on of Count John 
Sobieski, who commanded the Iasi Po¬ 
lish uprising in 1846, and who was ex-^ 
edited by the Russians with his kins¬ 
men. His mother, the Counte.ss Sobies¬ 
ki, was binished, and midc her way to 
Italy and then to England, where she 
died. Young John, then scarcely 12 
years old, stole on board the United 
States man of war "Constellation " at 
Liverpool, and unnoticed embarked for 
t lie ' land ol tlie I ree." 

On arriving in New York he en¬ 
listed as a bugler in the regular army, 
and, se'rveil in the Indian service til! the 
breaking out of the war of the. Rebellion 
when he joined the Army of the Pato- 
mac and saw active service throughout 
the war. 

At the close of the. war he enlist¬ 
ed in Mexico against Maxmilian and 
was General Escobedo's chief of stalfhe- 
ing present at the execution of Ma.xmi- 
I lan. 

Returning to the United States in 
1868, he was elected to the Minnesota 
-leigislalure. Since that time he has de¬ 
voted his services and his talents to the 
cause of humanity, and has been con- 
ceded to be one of the most eloquent, 
entertaining and instructive platf orm 
workers of the country. 

Uuring the last twenty-five years he 
has lectured in every state in the Union, 

. in the British provinces, throughout (
